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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 and 6-15 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fail to disclose or suggest a soda lime silica glass comprising the recited 
amounts of Fe 2 0 3 , Co, Cr 2 0 3 , Se, MnO, and Ti0 2 , wherein the glass has a redox of greater than 
0.20 to less than 0.26, a TLA4 of less than 20% and a TE4 (Moon) of less than 20%.
